Mr. lieiivon roso to a question of 
privilogo yoaturdiiy. lio was imnoyed 
at an articlo in The Colo.mst on the 
minoruls in the 20 mile belt question, 
which hus just boon decided in favor 
of the province.

RECOVERlNif. 

Wo are glad to .see that tlie W-irs- 
Advertiat-r has recovered iroui its tit of 
hysterics. It has calmed doHii 
greatly and wa may expect it before 
very long to diacusa the Canadian 
'.Western Central railway rationally. 
It already sees how foolish its ttilk 
about robbing the province and de- 
priviiiL' it of all its public lands worth 
having was. It still opposes the coii- 
Bttuction of the road, but it does not 
say very clearlj' on what grounds. In 
fact thero are really no grounds on 
which to b.-iso an opposition, and this 
it is beginning to sou. The road 
• throug'; a very largo section of the 
province, now almost altogether in- 
accesaiblo, cannot fail of being of the 
greatest advantage to the province for 
all time to onmo. Our contemporary 
objects to giving' tho company a large 
land subsidy, but it wholly ignores 
tho fact that tho construction of the 
road is ab.solntely necessary to give 
value to the land. Without a rail- 
road by far the greater part of the 
region would be of no use to tho prov- 
ince for a century to come, and the 
' tracts of it which are settled will, 
when the railroad is built, be 
greatly enhanced in value. If tho 
. people of the province can got the 
road constructed for the land subsidy 
they will have cause to consider them- 
selves exceedingly lucky. Our con- 
temporary valuea the land at S45,000,- 
000. Thi.s for evou the fifteen mil- 
lions of acre.s which it urronoously 
states tho Governmunt intends to give, 
ia an absurd ovor estimate. Wliat is 
that land worth now? Is there any 
capitalist or any syndicate of cnpitul- 
iita in the wide world who would give 
$46,000,000 fur the whole belt in its 
present condition? And .it ia at its 
present value that it must be estima 
tod when it is given as a subsidy to n 
railroad. To give it tho value it would 
bring after the road is builb is pal- 
pably absurd. Tlia company is to got 
every otiior section good, bad and in- 
difl'eront, along the lino of railroad. 
Thoy tako it in its wildorness state bu- 
foro a mill) of road is built. What 
Would the governtiient get now for 
those alternate auctions of twenty 
thousand acres each along tho propos- 



ed route? Thoy could get nothing for 
by far the greater part of it. And 
without tho railroad tho very best of 
it is worth very little. To say that 
such la^d is \Worth three dollars an 
acre is woru.than foolish. But the 
U^eio-Advertiser will deceive no one. 
The land is not worth tho tenth part 
of forty- five millions. What its value 
will be after the road ia built no one 
can tell. But no one buj's land at a 
prospective valuation. What it isworth 
at tho time of sale ia always the price 
that ia given for it. 

We are pleased to see that the 
Neios-AdvertUer and other alarmists 
have not been able to scare any of the 
representativea of the people. The 
members of the Legislative Assembly 
have faith in tho good sense of tho 
majority of tho people. They know 
that British Columbiniis have only to 
oxaiiiino tho map of tho province to 
bo convinced of tho groat usefulness 
of a railroad being built on tho routu 
proposed. Wo believe that nine out 
every ten of the electors, no matter 
where they may live, vrill conclude 
that the Government would bo foolish 
in the extreme to refuse the company 
that would undertake to build tho 
road, a handsome land subsidy. They 
must soe that there is no room for 
hesitation. If tho road is built tho 
company will earn every rod of land 
thoy will receive. If the company 
fails to carry out their agrooment, tho 
company does not get a foot of land. 
The province can lose nothing in any 
case, and it stands a good chance of 
getting good value for every acre it 
gives. The benefits to be obtained 
from tho ccnistruction of the road are 
so numerous and so easily seen that 
tho Legislature has very properly jiaid 
no attention whatever to the throats 
of our Vancouver conteni|Kir»ry.They 
liavo voted for the bill which thoy 
were almost commanded to kill. That 
the country will approve what thoy 
have done there cannot be the slight- 
est doubt. 

Our readers have seen that the Van- 
couver World does not join in tho out- 
cry raised by the .WeM)»-.4ti«erfiW. It 
rises above tho small aoctional and 
business joalousieswhioh inlluonces its 
neighbor. It sees that the whole 
province must be benoBtted by the 
construction of tho projected railway 
iind it frankly states its belief that the 
proposed road is deserving of liberal 
encouragement at the hands of the 
Provincial Government. 



THi: HEROBS OF TO-DAY. 

Stanley's letter reads like a chapter 
taken from a sensational romance. 
The journeys through the wilderness 
infested by hostile Bavas;es, the dan- 
gers that were met, tho difficulties 
that were overcome, and the hard- 
ships and privatioiiFS that were en- 
dured, nro so (Hiforoiit fr.un tho 
ordinary experiences of ordinary men 
in tho ordinary walks of life that 
they seem like pictures drawn by a 
powerful and vivid imagination rather 
than realities in the lives of men of 
our own race and in our own day. 
Tho courage, the fortitude, tho pa- 
tience, and the heroio persoverenco 
displayed by these explorers and 
their indomitable leader, must fill 
tho coldest and least enthusiastic 
with admiration. What these men 
sull'ored and achieved proves that tho 
race of heroes ia not extinct in the 
World. Nothing seemed tu di3C(nir- 
age thoni. Having found Emin 
Pasha after a journey of such unex- 
ampled danger and hardship, ono 
would think that Stanley would be 
content to rest. But he does not 
know what rest means, and he is alto- 
gether without fear. He retraced his 
steps, found Tippoo Tib and the men 
whom he left as re-enforceraents lead- 
orlessarid disorganized. But he did not 
even then consider his work half done. 
Ho coinnioncod hia third journey 
acoss the wilderness which aejjaratud 
him from Einin Pasha, trying this 
time a new route. Tho loss of life 
was lamentable and the suH'oring 
from hunger and fatigue and diacaso 
dreadful. But none of thoso things 
dismayed StatUey. He faced them 
aU resolutely and his companions ap- 
pear to be as fearless as he is himself. 
It ia to be hoped that these adventur- 
ous men havo not toiled and sufl'erod 
in vain, but that tho results for Afri- 
ca and humanity will, in some degree, 
bo connnonsurato w ith tho great sacri- 
fices that have boon made. Emin 
Pasha appears not to havo been in 
any immodiute danger. Ho has estab- 
lished himself in Central Africa. He 
has evidently planted a colony there 
which has grown and flourished. A 
community in which thero are two 
thousand women and children must 
lavo enjoyed some degree of peace. 
How tho tun thousand which form 
the couimuiiity founded by Emin 
Pasha can be lead through the wilder- 
ness which Staiiloy fought his way 
through with such loss of life and so 
much .sulioring is a problem which 
may w(dl have "worried' Emin 
Pasha and Henry Stanley. The res- 
cue of Emin Pasha since he has been 
visited by Stanley and the remains of 
his expedition appears to be as diffi- 
cult aa ovor.

Owing to his 
advanced ago, the injury may prove 
fatal. 

The steamer Atlantic got through 
tho ice ill tlie St. Clair river at 
Detroit on Weilnesday, and loft for 
Port Huron. Tho ice in the river 
almost reaches to the bottom, which 
e.xj)lains the low water in St. Olair 
Lake. 

The police cainp.'iign in Jlegniitic in 
search of outlaw Monisoii, is growing 
exciting. Failing to tind the murder- 
er it has been decided to arrest all who 
harbored liiiu or gave hiiu food, and 
accordingly six of his friends have 
been arrested aud taken to Sher- 
brooke. 

A collision occurred on the North- 
ern Pacilie near Helena, on Tuesday 
night, in which throe persons were 
killed and three wounded.

In tho mean- 
time two of tlie children died of star- 
vation and lint for the timely arrival 
of people the others would have mot 
tlio same fate. 

One mile north-oast of Itapid City, 
Dakota, a prairie tire started on Tues- 
day ac noon, and tiio ilainu.s buihg 
fanned by a gale, sweitt down upon 
several farm houses. One of the 
houses was occupied by Mr.s. Daley, 
Miss Madisoii ;ird a hired man. Tlicy 
endeavored to oscape through the 
flames. Mrs. Daley and the hired 
man escaped with severe burns, but 
Miss Madison fell, and her clothing 
•was burned from her body. She now 
lies at the [loint of death. 

Another territic prairie liri! swept 
over tho country south of Scotland, 
Dakota, on Tuesday, and its jiath is 
marked by the smouldering embers of 
many houses. Tho wind was blow- 
ing a gale, the gsass was dry as tin- 
dor, and tho force and fury of tho 
flames were l>eyond description. 
Several far.ni;ra :iiid their faniilies 
barely escaped with thcdr livee, Init 
all tlieir cH'ci'ts and li\'c stock were 
burned. Tho town of Olivet is re- 
ported to have been half burnod, and 
many railroad bridges were de- 
stroyed.

In other wonls, 
the eoinpanv cannot imiirovo their own 
holding wit lioiit incrcasinK tlic vahio of the 
governiiient'H resorvo. Upon these and 
many other gronnda, which neithur tho 
time nor patience of the Hoiiso would per- 
mit liiin to enlarge upon, he raised hia 
volco and should east his vote in favor of 
this most worthy measure, 

Mr. i\lartin opposed the bill aa ho consider- 
ed It niijuHt to tliejpeople.aH giving up a largo 
lerrltor)', in the interests of a speculative 
charter. Gther roads that, had begn pro- 
.jeeted were of far more benelit lo the pro- 
vince than tlio one iiroposcil, and he could 
not do ot herwiao than vote against tho sec- 
ond reading of the bill. 

On motion of Mr. Grant the debate vsaa 
adjourned; and at o'clock tho Houso rose.
